Congratulate Torrance District 
On Santa Fe Factory Site Deal; 

Paper Lauds Progressive Spirit
Congratulations to Torrancc upo 

the proposed active entrance of the 
Santa Fe Railroad Into the Indus­ 
trial promotion of Torrance -have 
been voiced In several newspapers 
of the harbor district. The follow­ 
ing editorial from the Oardena Val­ 
ley News is typical. It Is pub­ 
lished in full herewith:

"Torrance is aglow these days 
over the news that the Santa Fe 
Railway has taken an option on 
800 acres of land near that town, 
where that company will locate 
factory sites. It will mean a great 
addition to the present great com­ 
pany of factories located at Tor- 
ranco and will insure the main­ 
tenance of Torrance as a (treat in­ 
dustrial city. Gardena valley will 
rejoice with Torrance In this piece 
of good news, for by reason of its 
proximity whatever Increases the 
payrolls of Torrance likewise in­ 
creases the payrolls of this section.

"So far as the News Is con­ 
cerned It is as pleased to see fac­ 
tories locate In Torrance as it 

lid be to see them locate here. 
Today a distance of three or four 

lies is no greater than a dozen 
blocks were 20 years ago.
